The effort of certain ultra radicals to lead all the labor­ 
ing men of the country into one political party is not going 
to meet with any degree of success with the class of laboring 
men who think. 
Eight years is not so very long a time after 
all, and most laborers will remember what they were doing 
eight years ago and compare their former condition with 
their present day condition. 
Before the election of a national Democratic administra­ 
tion the laborer received scant consideration from th# powers 
that were. 
He was allowed to pick up the cnims that fell 
from the rich man’s table, provided he did the picking in 
a docile manner and carried his hat in his hand. Eight years 
ago when the laborer was called to the office of the superin­ 
tendent he went with his head bowed and with his hat under 
his arm. 
Today he drives up to the superintendent’s office 
in his own car, and with his hat on his head looks the whole 
world straight in the eye. Eight years of Democratic admin­ 
istration have given him a consciousness and a self respect that 
laboring men never possessed J>efore in the history of the 
- world. 
The principal speaker at a Republican rally recently held 
in Oklahoma City declared that the election of Harding w*ill 
bring back “the good old days of Mark Hanna.” 
Many 
laborers of the country know full well what the “gobd old 
days of Hanna” meant for the toilers of the country. 
They 
remember the days of the Ohio lockouts and the story of the 
Couer D’Alaine. They know that in the days when property 
alone was glorified the common laborer was considered com­ 
mon clay. 
He was grudgingly granted a few rights-just 
sufficient rights to keep body and soul together and keep him 
fit to render service to the industrial world. 
At the very 
best he was considered a necessary* nuisance. 
When Wilson took the oath of office in 1913 the laborer 
of America largely came into his own. 
More legislation in 
his interest has been enacted since the accession of Wilson 
than had been enacted in the fifty years preceeding. 
A 
department of labor was created in the cabinet and a genuine 
laboring man was appointed to fill the position. Employment 
bureaus have been established. 
Among the laws enacted for 
labor’s benefit and protection may be mentioned the eight 
hour law, the child labor act, the workman’s compensation 
act, the act for vocational training, and a code of other laws 
effecting the liberties and bettering the conditions of the 
working classes. In the department of labor a Woman’s Bur­ 
eau was established, but a Republican congress killed this 
bureau by withholding appropriations. 
It will be extremely difficult for labor to overlook this 
(g£t: that a very large part of the demand for the defeat 
of Democracy in this campaign is based on the fact that the 
party has done more for labor than certain predatory interests 
wanted done.
